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MONTHLY  FOOD  SUPPLY  REPORT        SEFTEMBER  I9bh 

In  cooperation  vtith  food  advisory  committees  and  members  of  the  food 
distribution  trade,  OD  field  representatives  gathered  19^-1-  area  reports 
on  the  food  supply  situation  during  the  first  ten  days  of  September. 
The  reports  were  distributed  among  the  regions  as  follows  :    Northeast  35* 
Midwest  59,  South  U6,  Southwest  2?  and  ?^est  2?. 

Following  the  form  used  for  the  last  tv/o  months,  tlds  analysis  is  divided 
into  three  parts.     Ifert  I  gives  a  narrative  sumniary  of  the  month's 
developments.     Part  II  gives  percentage  figures  for  each  region,  dividing 
the  commodities  into  tbjee  groups:    generally  adequate,  generally  scarce 
and  unbalanced.    Part  III  shov/s,  in  tabular  form,  the  food  situation  in 
thirty  different  localities  selected  because  of  their  size  or  importance 
in  war  production. 

Regional  percentages  as  given  in  Part  II  are  presented  because  it  is  felt 
t?iey  may  be  of  use  in  appraising  the  food  situation  throughout  the  country. 
Hov/ever,  it  must  be  kept  in  mind  that  they  are  based  on  a  small  number  of 
reports  per  region  and  may  therefore  exaggerate  shortage  situations  or 
differences  betv/een  regions. 

The  reports  submitted  covered  local  supply  situations  for  7U  different  food 
items  (excluding  the  various  cuts  of  meato)  Four  categories  of  adequacy  of 
supplies  were  noted.    These  are  defined  as  follows: 

No  Stools  ;    Stocks  exhausted  and  unable  to  procure  replacement  of 
supplies  through  normal  trade  channels. 

Scarce  ;    Unable  to  obtain  replacements  sufficient  to  maintain  current 
rate  of  sales. 

Adequate:    Replacement  supplies  are  available  at  both  v;holesale  and 
retail^evels  to  satisfy  present  and  prospective  consumer  demand o 
Commodity  is  movirjg  neither  too  fast  nor  too  slovj-  at  present  point  value. 

Surplus  :    Able  to  obtain  in  quantities  greater  than  demand,  xvith  result 
'Eh'at  rate  of  turnover  is  unsatisfactorily  slow  and  excessive  inventories

PART  I  -  ADEQUACY  OF  FOOD  SUPPLIES 


PROCESSED  FOODS 

CannedFruits  and  Juices ,    The  marked  scarcities  of  most  canned  fruits 
continued  into  September  vri.th  no  change  of  any  consequence  in  the  supply 
situation  taking  place  since  early  August,     In  a  few  cases,  small  supplies 
from  the  nev\r  pack  are  reaching  distributors,  but  all  regions  except  the  V.'est 
still  reported  a  large  proportion  of  areas  without  stocks  of  the  major 
canned  fruit  items.    Fruit  coclcfcail,  peaches  and  pears  were  reported  to  be 
in  somcv/hat  shorter  supply  in  most  regions,  but  in  the  West  the  number  of 
"no  stocks"  reports  v/as  reduced  slightly.    Supplies  of  pineapple,  on  the 
other  hand,  were  generally  considered  less  inadequate  than  a  month  previo'is- 
ly.    Supplies  of  canned  plums  and  prunes  had  clianged  little  over  the  past 
fevj-  months  J  remaining  irregularly  scarce.    Canned  berries  v/cre  reported  as 
out  of  stock  practically  every^iYhere,    The  Tj'est  reported  a  substantial  increase 
in  stocks  of  canned  cherries,  but  these  were  still  scarce  in  19  out  of  2? 
reporting  areas  and  out  of  stock  in  three  more.     In  other  regions  this  item 
was  improved  but  still  generally  scarce.     Grapefruit  juice  supplies  were 
still  adequate,  a  slifcht  scarcity  in  the  three  eastern  regions  being  balanced 
by  an  improvement  in  the  Southvrcst  and  ","est.     Stocks  of  grape  ^^uice,  generally 
very  difficult  to  obtain,  continued  to  disappear  in  the  ITortheast  and  South, 
but  in  other  regions  were  at  about  the  same  level  as  in  August ,  Pineapple 
juice  supplies  fell  off  rather  sharply  in  the  '/Test  and  very  slightly  in  the 
South,  and  on  an  over-all  basis  vrere  even  more  inadequate  than  grape  juice. 

Canned  Vegeto.bles  and  Juices,     Little  change  v/as  reported  in  the  adequacy 
of  supplies  of  tTio'sV"  canned  vegetables  and  related  items  which  have  toon 
rather  plentiful  in  recent  months:  canned  dry  beans,  snap  beans,  beets  and 
spinach.     Stocks  of  tomatoes  and  corn  continued  somewhat  low  since  the  ne^;/ 
pack  of  these  two  items  takes  place  largely  in  August  and  September  and  is 
just  beginning  to  enter  the  market.     On  a  nation-wide  basis  tomatoes,  still  « 
rationed,  continued  the  scarcer  of  the  two.    The  supply  situation  for  canned 
peas  had  registered  a  substantial  improvement  in  the  Yfest  by  early  September 
and  supplies  were  also  reported  miore  adequate  in  the  South  and  Southwest, 
In  the  case  of  these  three  important  canned  vegetables  -  corn,  peas  and 
tomatoes  -  supplies  from  the  new  pack  reaching  distributors  vrcre  not  yet 
large  enough  to  make  up  for  the  heavy  consumer  buying  v/hich  took  place  v/hile 
these  item.s  were  point-free.    However,  this  heavy  buying  v/c.s  not  all  for 
current  consumption,  and  considerable  quantities  arc  still  available  on 
onsumiers'  pantry  shelves.    Asparagus  supplies  increased  sharply  in  the 
Vfest  and  somewhat  in  the  Northeast,  and  continued  slightly  scarce  in  other 
sections  of  the  country.    Reports  continued  to  indicate  a  short  supply  of 
tomato  catsup  in  all  regions  except  the  IVestg     Tomato  juice  supplies  were 
little  changed,  being  scarce  or  out  of  stock  in  1|5  to  7U  percent  of  reporting 
areas  everywhere  except  in  the  Tv'est , 

Fruit  Spreads  .     Jams,  jellies,  and  fruit  butters  v/ere  reported  adequate  or 
in  surplus  in  at  least  three-fourths  of  reporting  areas  in  ail  regions,  v/ith 
fruit  butters  in  most  adequate  supply.    Surpluses  of  the  latter  item  were 
developing  in  all  sections.    Citrus  marmalade  continued  to  be  reported  in 
considerable  surplus,  v>rith  30  to  60  percent  of  areas  indicating  excess  stocks. 

Dried  Foods.     Stocks  of  dried  prunes  and  raisins,  although  low,  are  adequate 
to.  meet"the  restricted  demand  at  this  t  ime  of  year.    Larger  supplies  v/ill  be 
available     sDon  as  "the  nev/  pack  reaches  the  market.    Dry  beans  continue 
generally  in  adequate  supply. 
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Miscellr.neous,    Supplies  of  ct.nned  soups  v;erG  reported  little  chanfed  on 
a'  nat'ichal  basis  since  August  with  considerably  increased  stocks  being 
noted  in  the  Southv/est  and  'Yost,    Canned  bp,by  food  supplies  v;erc  about  the 
same  as  previously;  the  nunber  of  areas  reporting  shortages  of  fruits  was 
reduced  sonev/hat  as  the  expected  large  ne^v  pr.ck  begins  to  enter  the  nu.rket, 
vrhile  vegetables  continued  in  adequate  supply. 

lOSATS,  FATS  AIID  OILS,  FISH  AliD  a.IPa  PBDDUCTS 

The  reports  received  covering  early  September  shew  that  in  general  the 
northeast  retains  the  section  of  the  country  with  least  adequate  supplies 
of  all  meats.    The  Midwest  and  South  have  more  adequate  supplies,  the 
Southwest  even  more,  while  the  ITest  reports  completely  adequate  supplies  of 
all  meats  except  pork. 

Beef,    Most  reports  on  beof  made  no  reference  to  grade,  and  it  appears 
tiiat'  the  relationship  among  the  different  beef  cuts  v/ith  respect  to  supply 
adequacy  was  unchanged  over  previous  months :  Loin  and  round  steaks  and  rib 
and  rump  roasts  were  still  very  scarce  except  in  the  V/est,  v/hile  other  cuts 
were  in  more  adequate  supply.    Supplies  of  point-free  stows  and  hamburger 
v;ere  reported  to  be  relatively  adequate.    All  beef  cuts  were  in  more  ade- 
quate supply  in  the  ITortheast  and  South  than  a^  mcnt?i  previously  with  the 
latter  region  r egistcring  a  considerable  increase  in  available  quantities. 
In  the  Midwest  only  the  less  choice  cuts  vrcro  in  much  better  supply,  while 
in  the  V/est  choice  cuts  ivere  reported  to  be  adequate  although  they  previous- 
ly had  been  reported  as  slightly  scarce.    In  the  Sonthv/est  there  had  been 
very  little  change  in  the  supply  picture  since  August, 

Veal,    The  ITortheast,  Midwest  and  South  still  had  some  scarcities  of  veal, 
one -fourth  to  one-half  of  reporting  areas  in  those  regiorjs  being  in  short 
supply  on  most  cuts,  but  except  in  the  South  the  supply  situation  ever^rvhcro 
viTsS  improved  as  compared  with  Augusta 

Lamb  and  Kuttono    All  cute  of  lamb  and  mutton  v/ere  reported  more  scarce 
than  in  August"  in  all  regions  except  in  the  '.Test,     The  supply  situation  was 
very  tight  in  the  Hortheast,  5U  "to  69  percent  of  all  areas  reporting  a 
scarcity  of  all  lamb  cuts.    Three  other  regions  shov;ed  a  scarcity  of  lesser 
proportions,  but  the  ';7est  reported  a  surplus  of  all  cuts  in  aroiuad  a 
quarter  of  the  reporting  areas. 

Pork.  All  regions  found  supplies  of  rationed  cuts  and  also  of  shoulder 
meaFs  scarce  and  in  some  areas  these  cuts  were  out  of  stock.  Other  un- 
rationed  pork  cuts  and  bacon  were  scarce  in  most  sections  of  the  country. 

Miscellaneous .    Roady-to-eat  hams  v/ere  reported  in  more  adequate  supply  in 
most  regions  than  in  August,  but  still  v;ere  sufficient  to  meet  demand  in  only 
up  to  2l|.  percent  of  reporting  areas.    Supplies  of  other  ready-to-eat  meats 
v/ere  much  more  adequate  than  haras  everjivhere,  but  marked  scarcities  still 
remained  in  all  sections.    Pork  sausage  v/as  slightly  scarce  in  most  regions^ 
other  sausages  and  variety  meats,  generally  adequate.    Canned  micats  continued 
rather  scarce  everj.-Trhorc . 

Fats  and  Oils .    The  scarcity  of  butter  has  become  nation-vdde  and  has  in- 
t'ensified  everywhere  since  the  Aug u s't " ""r e per t s  v/ere  collected.     In  no  region 
v/ere  supplies  reported  to  be  adequate  in  more  than        percent  of  the  areas. 
Over  half  of  the  Midwest,  Scuthv/e stern,  and  7'estern  reports,  over  four-fifths 
of  the  Southern  reports  and  almost  all  northeastern  reports  indicated  supplies 
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of  "butter  scarce.     In  the  Northeast  9  out  of  35  areas  reported  no  stocks. 
The  greatest  change  in  the  supply  situation  over  the  past  uonth  occurred 
in  the  llidwest  and  South,    Supplies  of  ma-rgc-.riue  v/ere  reported  eutirely 
adequate  every/zhere.    Surpluses  of  l^.rd  hcTT b'ee'h  cut  do-m  somcv/hat  during 
August,  hut  supplies  remained  entirely  adequate  evcr^nvhere .    Very  slight 
scarcities  of  shortening  vrere  developing  in  some  sections  hut  those  never 
exceeded  I5  percent  of  reporting  areas  in  any  region.    Fror.i  14  to  I7  percent 
of  the  reports  from  all  regions  indicated  scarcities  of  salad  oils  hut 
almost  all  remaining  areas  reported  adequate  stocks. 

Cheeses .    Except  in  the  South,  there  has  been  somev/hat  of  a  decrease  in  the 
propor uion  of  reports  indicating  no  stocks  of  cheese.    Group  I  cheeses  re- 
main very  scarce,  being  reported  scarce  or  out  of  stock  in  65  to  96  percent 
of  reporting  areas  in  September,    Group  II  cheese  was  also  extremely  scarce 
every-.vhere ,  and  Group  III  in  only  slightly  more  adequate  supply. 

Evaporated  Milk^     The  tight  supply  situation  in  che  South  and  Sovithwest 
continued  through  August  so  that  by  early  September  about  one-half  of  all 
areas  in  these  regions  reported  adequate  stocks.     The  ''./ost  shcv/ed  a  slight 
scarcity  for  the  first  time,  four  areas   (one  in  Montana,  three  in  Califorr.ia) 
being  short  on  canned  mi].k.  •  The  sitiiation  in  other  regions  v/as  unchanged, 
the  Midv/est  reporting  somie  shortages  in  stocks  and  the  Ilortheast  reporting 
adequate  supplies. 

Canned  Fish,     '-'anned  salmon  continues  to  be  available  in  only  very  limited 
quaFtTtTGs~^7ith  from  67  to  91  percent  of  all  areas  reported  as  still  out  of 
stock.     In  August  this  range  viras  73  "to  96  percent,    Llackcrcl  and  pilchard 
supplies,  while  scarce,  v;erc  not  as  difficult  to  obtain  as  salmon,  ho7rovor, 
Qbher  types  of  canned  fish  were  generally  scarce  or  out  of  sbock„ 

miPATIOLIED  FOODS 

The  short  supply  of  rice  continued  to  bo  a  troublesome  factor  in  all  parts  of 
the  country,    A  slight  iriproverient  v/as  registered  in  the  Ilortheast  and  South- 
west but  in  other  regions  the  number  of  "no  stocks"  reports  increased. 
Corn  meal  was  still  scarce  in  September  vrith  reports  tending  to  shovr  shorter 
supplies  than  a  month  before.     Corn  grits  were  more  difficult  to  obtain  than 
in  August  practically  evcry\'/her°eT     IrTT/ao  case  of  syrups  an  improvement  v;as 
reported  in  the  availability  of  supplies  in  all  regions ,'  particularly  in  the 
Southvirest  v/here  a  substantial  scarcity  in  August  v/as  all  but  v/iped  out. 
Soap  products  were  reported  to  be  in  slightly  bettor  supply  in  most  sections, 
■and  the  proportion  of  reports  indicating  no  stocks  decreased,    -'^.s  in  August, 
toilet  soaps  were  reported  entirely  adequate,  while  bar  and  laundry  soaps  and 
•vvashing  powders  were  scarce  in  miost  areas.    Supplies  of  fluid  milk  were  re- 
ported as  critirely  adequate  in  tlio  Ilorbhcst  and  Mi dwe s t ,  'Seas ona  1  shortages 
were  developing  in  other  regions,  particularly  the  V.'est  where  one-third  of 
reporting  areas  found  supplies  scarce.    Shell  eggs  were  less  abundant  all 
over  the  nation,  but  were  still  generally  in  adequate  supply.     On  the  other 
Viand,  supplies  of  poultry  vrere  imiproved  and  had  become  adequate  every/rhere 
except  for  a  s  1  i ght"  set -  rTit y  in  the  Tfest ,    Fresh  fruits  and  vegetables  were 
in  generally  abundant  supply'',  except  for  slight  seasonal  scarcities  of 
citrus  fruits.     Macaroni,  soy  flour  and  flake?,  and  peanut  butter  were 
reported  in  adequate  to  surplus  supply,  ■  '  ^

PART  III  —  LOCAL  SITUATION
